While the state gasoline tax Is 
leJncttble tliis year in a number 
of -states. It is not deductible on 
notoris.ts' returns in California for 
the reason that It Is a tax upon 
he 'distributor and not the consum­ 

er. Owners using their cars for 
business purposes, however, may 
 ccQim their BUS tax excpndilures 
lirough writing- in tho cost of gas­ 

oline used In their income tax re­ 
ports. 

The following two important 
terns are not deductible, according 
0 thu automobile club:

1. Tho amount paid for un au­ 
tomobile, Used for either buslnesi 
or pleasure, thle being n capita 
sjcpendlturn and subject to claim 
for depreciation where the automo­ 
bile i» aged for Business purposes;
